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Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 1-11 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach nor render obvious the overall claimed combination of a device for applying non- 
penetrating clips to small blood vessels or other wound site or tissue separation sites where 
suturing or other wound closure techniques would be impossible or undesirable, comprising a 
flexible cable release device comprising a cable sheath and a internal cable of delivering a 
compressive pushing force thought he sheath, a hand operable actuator at a remote hand- 
grippable end of the cable release, remote form the clip applier, for applying a pushing force to 
slide the cable though sheath so as to cause extension of a pusher tailpiece out of a proximal end 
of the cable sheath when the hand operable actuator is engaged (as cited in claims 1 and 3), and a 
method for applying non-penetrating surgical clips to blood vessels or the wound sites or tissue 
separation sites where suturing or other wound sites or tissue separation sites where suturing or 
other wound closure techniques would be difficult, awkward or undesirable, comprising 
providing a flexible remote force-transmitting device connected to the handle of the clip applier, 
the force-transmitting device comprising a tubular sheath, and an internal movable medium 
capable of delivering a force though the tubular sheath, a remote actuator at a remote end of the 
flexible device, for applying a force to slide the movable medium though the sheath so as to 
cause movement of a tailpiece at a proximal end of the tubular sheath when the actuator is 
engaged (as cited in claim 9). Therefore, the invention defined in claims 1, 3, and 9 is 
considered novel
